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DISCOURSE BY PRESIDENT JOSEPH F. SMITH. 


[CONCLUDED FROM PAGE 422.] 
THERE is another little thing I want to speak upon. It is in relation to a 
subject that has been repeatedly brought to the attention of the Presi- 
dency, and especially to my attention while I have been attending the 
conferences in the outer Stakes for the last few weeks. Last night, after 
meeting, a good brother approached me. I trust he is here, because [ want 
to talk tohim. He is an eminent man, in some respects. He has been on 
missions, I believe, and has borne many responsibilities at one time and 
another in the Church. He put into my hand a copy of the constitution 
and by-laws of a certain society which is seeking to enlist the Latter-day 
Saints as its members. When he spoke to me about it, I saw in a moment 
that he was thoroughly imbued with the idea that to join this secret 
association was the proper thing for Latter-day Saints todo. I read it 
in his countenance and saw it down deep in his heart. This alarmed me. 
I have been alarmed a little about it a good many times, from the repre- 
sentations that have come to us in relation to this matter. I could read 
you the principles laid down in the constitution of this particular asso- 
ciation, but I do not wish to name it, because I wish to make no distinc- 
tions, nor to antagonize one against another. I do not consider one better 
or worse than another. For my part, I hold this position: that as for me 
and my house, we have enlisted to serve God, and I have come to the con- 
clusion long since that it is impossible for me to serve God and Mammon. 
I cannot carry water on both shoulders without spilling some of it. I 
cannot wear the yoke of Christ and the yoke of Belial at the same time, 
and call the yoke of Christ easy and His burden light. Some of these 
articles in this constitution are most excellent. There are no better con- 
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tained in the Gospel of Jesus Christ, simply because they are taken 
directly from the Gospel. They are: peace on earth and good will to men, 
charity, forgiveness, longsuffering, patience, love unfeigned, kindness one 
towards another, every effort to be exerted to prevent brethren from going 
to law one with another, and to settle their ditticulties between them- 
selves. They have a chaplain, and a lecturer or preacher, and among other 
things it is the duty of the chaplain to be present and open the meetings 
and officiate in all the burial services of the members of the association. 
I suppose that these are some things that are common to all these secret 
organizations. It is no harm for any one to believe in all these good 
things. President Woodruff has been preaching these very same princi- 
ples for some sixty years, and he has at no time advised you to join a 
secret association in order that you may be taught these principles or that 
you may the better practice them. He has taught that these are the com- 
mandments of God to the people, and that it is their duty to observe these 
precepts, and that, too, without taking an oath to become associated with 
any secret society. But one of the provisions of this constitution requires 
that each member of this secret association shal] stand by the principles 
of the association unto death. That is pretty strong. Suppose, for in- 
stance, an Elder of the Church has entered into this association and has . 
taken upon himself this covenant, and something should arise which should 
be derogatory to his interests as a member of the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints, what position would he bein? He would be under 
the necessity of either violating his covenants with the Church or the oath 
that he had taken in that secret society. He would prove himself in either 
case a traitor. Therefore, it is better that we should not mix up with these 
entangling alliances. I tell you, in the name of Israel’s God, that the 
Almighty has established in this Church every principle necessary for the 
salvation, for the happiness, prosperity, development and growth, both in 
temporal and spiritual things, of the children of God; and we have no 
need to go outside to find these. In connection with this, I want to read 
@ word or two from the revelations of God to us through the Prophet 
Joseph Smith :— 

Otherwise Satan seeketh to turn their hearts away from the truth, that 
they become blindedand understand not things which are prepared for them; 

erefore a commandment I give unto you, to prepare and organize 
yourselves by a bond or everlasting covenant that cannot be broken. 

And he who breaketh it shall lose his office and standing in the church 
and shall be delivered over to the buffetings of Satan until the day of 
redemption. 

_ Behold, this is the preparation wherewith I prepare you, and the founda- 
tion, and the ensample which I give unto you, whereby you may accom- 
plish the commandments which are given you, 

That through my providence, notwithstanding the tribulation which 
shall descend upon you, that the church may stand independent above 
all other creatures beneath the celestial world. 

This is the purpose that God had in view in establishing this Church and 
calling you from darkness into the marvelous light of the Gospel, that His 
“church may stand independent above all other creatures beneath the 
celestial world,” in which the foundation is laid of every provision neces- 
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sary to be carried out for the feeding and clothing of the poor, the pro- 
tection of the weak, and the administering of comfort and cheer unto the 
widows and fatherless, the destitute and sick. All these provisions have 
been amply established in the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints; 
and there is not a soul within the pale of the Church upon the earth that 
needs to go and seek succor or comfort from the world, whereby he enters 
into covenant and agreement with the world that he may find protection, 
or assistance, or means for his burial. Cannot the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints bury its own dead who unfortunately lack the means 
for their own burial? Are we so poor that we cannot look after our mem- 
bers under such circumstances? Have we ever deserted the widow and 
the fatherless when they have made application for assistance? Have we 
turned our back upon the poor, the imprisoned, and upon those that were 
afflicted, when they were faithful and worthy members in the Church? 
Never, to my knowledge; and we never will. It is wrong to join these 
associations. By doing it you place upon yourselves burdens and you 
put bands around your necks by which others will lead you whithersoever 
they will; and you are no longer free to serve God as men and women 
ought to be who are made free by the liberty of the Gospel of Christ. 

I have one more subject in mind, though it may be unnecessary to speak 
of it before this congregation, or to dignify those who are in error by 
mentioning them here; but when you take into consideration the fact that 
these very men who are advocating error and false doctrine, and finding 
sympathizers in the Church, are Elders in Israel, men who have been on 
missions, you may see the propriety of referring to them here. They have 
got their thoughts fixed on one idea, which they have followed to an 
extreme, and they have formulated a plan by which they suppose they 
have defined how God can be three persons and yet one person, and they 
tell you all about it by publishing a series of pamphlets. Taking the 
Scriptures for a standard, they try to show that God the Father, God the 
Son, and God the Holy Ghost are one Person, as well as being one in 
attributes. If you will indulge me just a few moments, I desire to call 
your attention to a few things that are written with regard to this 
matter, and then I trust there will be no necessity of talking about it any 
more. Those who are indulging in this fallacy ought to be guided by the 
Holy Spirit, by common sense and by the judgment of men who have had 
experience in the Church, and forsake their error and folly, call in their 
pernicious publications, and cease to try to lead away the unwary and the 
ignorant. In the first place, I will read a few words from the Second 
Lecture on Faith in the Book of Doctrine and Covenants :— 

We here observe that God is the only supreme governor and independent 
being in whom all fullness and perfection dwell; who is omnipoten 
omnipresent [that is, not in person, but by His power and spirit], an 
omniscient; without beginning of days or end of life; and that in him 
every good gift and every good principle dwell; and that he is the Father 
of lights; in him the principle of faith dwells om remem and he is 


the object in whom the faith of all other rational and accountable beings 
center for life and salvation. 


Again in the Seventh Lecture on Faith :— 
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All these sayings put together give as clear an account of the state of 
the glorified saints as language could give—the works that Jesus had done 
they were to do, and greater works than those which he had done among 
them should they do, and that because he went to the Father. He does 
not say that they should do these works in time; but they should do 
greater work, because he went to the Father. He says in the 24th verse: 

‘Father, I will that they also, whom thou hast given me, be with me 
where lam; that they may behold my glory.” These sayings, taken in 
connection, make it very plain that the greater works which those that 
believed on his name were to do were to be done in eternity, where he was 
going and where they should behold his glory. He had said, in another 
part of his prayer, that he desired of his Father that those who believed 
on him should be one in him, as he and the Father were one in each other. 
“Neither pray I for these (the Apostles) alone, but for them also who shall 
believe on me through their words, that they all may be one;” that is, they 
who believe on him through the apostles’ words, as well as the apostles 
themselves, “that they all may be one, as thou, Father, art in me and I in 
thee; that they also may be one in us.” 

Here is the language of the Savior Himself, quoted by the Prophet Joseph, 
distinctly setting forth a principle that your minds cannot be blinded upon, 
if you will only open your eyes and your understanding to thissaying. How 
can the Apostles become one in Christ, as Christ and God are one, if God and 
Christ are one person? Can the Twelve Apostles become one person? And 
how can all they that believe on the words of the Apostles also become 
one with the Apostles in Christ as Christ is one with God, if God and 
Christ are one person? Of course, the absurdity appears at once. I do 
not need to multiply words in regard to this matter, because every child 
ought to know better than that because Christ is God because of the Spirit, 
and the Son because of the flesh, therefore that He and the Father are 
one person, or body, and the Holy Ghost is one in them, and they three 
are only one being. Strange as it may seem to you, this is the doctrine 
advocated by men who profess to be Elders in the Church. 

In conclusion upon this matter, | want to read the positive word of the 
Lord, that cannot be denied. You may twist the scriptures as you please; 
but if you believe the truth and are willing to be guided by it, you will 
have to come back to this that I shall read to you, and then it will clear 
up all mystery from your minds with relation to the personality of the 
Father and the Son. Joseph Smith, on April 2, 1843, declared as follows :— 


Peay Father has a body of flesh and bones as tangible as man’s; the Son 


Then how are you going to get them into one person? President Cannon 
says this agrees with what Paul says. Of course; it agrees with all the 
scriptures of divine truth, and with every manifestation of God to man 
Since the beginning of the world to the present time. Then the Prophet 
says :— 

But the Holy Ghost has not a body of flesh and bones, but is a person- 
age of Spirit. Were it not so, the Holy Ghost could not dwell in us. 

When Joseph Smith, a boy of fourteen years of age, went out into the 
woods to ask the Lord to guide him into the right church, he knelt down 
and prayed, and after he was delivered from the power of the adversary, 
who tried to destroy him, two heavenly personages appeared before him. 
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One of these personages, pointing to the other, and calling Joseph by 
name, said; “This is my beloved Son; hear him.” Here were two distinct 
persons—the Father and the Son, each with a body of flesh and bones as 
tangible as man’s; the Father bearing testimony of the Son, not only to 
Joseph Smith, but through Joseph Smith to all the world of mankind. 
These are truths, and you need not care what you read about the Father 
and the Son being one. Of course, they are one—in attributes. They are 
one in love, one in knowledge, one in mercy, one in power, one in all 
things that make them united and powerful, glorious and great, because 
in them is perfected all truth, all virtue, and all righteousness. But they 
are two persons, as much as my father and I are two persons. Yet there 
is unto us but one living and true God. Paul says:— 

There be gods many, and lords many, but to us there is but one God, 


the Father, of whom are all things, and we in him; and one Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and we by him.” 


And Jesus Christ says :— 


This is life eternal, that they might know thee the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent. 

That alone should be enough to dispel from the mind of every intelligent 
man and woman the fallacy that the Father and the Son are not two 
beings. 

Let us seek for the knowledge of life eternal. Let us work out our sal- 

vation in fear and trembling before our Father, and be faithful to the end. 
Remember that you have enlisted in this work for time and for all eternity 
There is no backing out of it, no falling away from it, except in sin, and 
then comes the penalty of transgression. But if you expect exaltation; 
if you expect fathers and mothers, brothers and sisters, kindred and 
friends; if you expect glory, intelligence and endless lives, you must get 
them in God’s work; for nowhere outside can you get them. Therefore, 
let every sympathy and interest be centered in this cause. Let all your 
ove go out toward this cause, and this alone. Let the world go. Let it 
have its secret combinations, and let it have its own way; but let us 
preach the Gospel to them and show them a better way, and that men 
can only become one when they are Christ’s. They can never be united 
until they do become Christ’s; but when they become Christ’s, then they 
can be one with the Father and with the Son, as the Father and Son are 
one. God grant that we may come to this knowledge, and be faithful to 
the end. Amen. 


DEATH OF AN ELDER IN SAMOA. 


Etper Tomas writing from Fagali, Upolu, Samoa, under date 
of May 23, 1894, conveys the following sad intelligence :— 

“Since you last heard from this far-off land, the hand of death has again 
been among us; this time it has taken from our midst, our honored and 
beloved president, Elder Ransom M. Stevens. He had been complaining 
of not feeling well for some time, and had been confined to his bed for ten 
days, when on the morning of Saturday, April 28, 1894, his noble spirit 
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was called hence, and we were left to mourn his loss, and try to comfort 
and console his grief-stricken wife. Brother Stephens had been president 
of the Samoan mission for some time previous to his demise, and as presi- 
dent and co-laborer he won the love and esteem of the brethren and sisters 
who were associated with him, and his death has cast a gloom over our 
mission-home which time and the Spirit of God only can efface. His many, 
many virtues, and his deeds of love and kindness made him a great favor- 
ite among the servants of the Lord in this land, and we feel that in his 
death we have indeed lost a brother and wise counselor. His love and 
charity towards this erring people was such as only a true servant of God 
can bestow. He was ever ready and anxious to speak a word in defense 
of truth, and show fallen man the path where he might regain his Maker’s 
presence. Although we sadly feel our loss, and long, with aching hearts, 
to comfort his bereaved wife, yet we realize that ‘He doeth all things 
well,’ and we feel to say, ‘Thy will be done.’ We invoke the blessings of 
God upon his parents and dear ones in their hour of great trial, and we 
crave His special blessings upon the devoted wife, who will leave for 
Zion, with a sad, heavy heart. We have learned to love Sister Stevens 
as a sister during her two years’ stay in this land; and her noble deeds 
and womanly actions shall long be remembered by us. She has every 
reason to feel comforted in regard to her departed husband, for his life 
was full of good deeds, and worthy of emulation, and we trust we may be 
enabled to pattern after his worthy example.” 

Sister Stevens arrived in San Francisco, California, on her way home, 
June 8, and arrived at Ogden, Utah, June 10. On arriving at her home in 
Fairview she gave birth to a boy, her first child. The remains of her 
husband were interred on the islands. 


FACTS AND EVENTS. 


A destructive forest fire has been raging near Lamia, Greece. The flames fanned by a 
strong gale, have already destroyed 400 acres of woodland, consisting mainly of fir trees. 


The Duchess of York was safely delivered of a son at ten o’clock on Saturday night, 
June 23. He is the heir apparent to the throne, his grandfather being the Prince of 
Wales. 


A fire broke out in Panama, June 20, spreading with great rapidity. Before it was 
brought under control 225 buildings had been consumed. The loss is estimated at about 
$1,500,000. 

The Pope has received in audience M. Isvolsky, who presented his credentials as 
Russian Minister at the Vatican. Russia has not had an accredited Minister in Rome 
for the past twenty-seven years. 


While a boat containing some eighty harvesters from Achill Island was crossing the 
Clew Bay June 14, it capsized when nearing Westport, and thirty-three of the passengers 
were drowned. The men were bound for England and Scotland to take part in the har- 
vesting operations, 

The central stockyards in Jersey City, New Jersey, U.S. A., were burned down on the 
night of June 17. Over 5,000 live sheep were consumed, as well as large quantities of hides 
and dressed meats, and all the machinery and cold sturage apparatus. The damage is 
estimated at $750,000. 
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From Delphi comes the information that further important discoveries have been made 
there. Among the recent ‘‘finds” are a colossal statue of Apollo, belonging to a very 
remote period and the base of a votive altar erected by Gelon, tyrant of Syracuse, which 
bears an inscription commemorating his great victory over the Carthaginians at Himera 
in 480 

In the Encyclical Address which the Pope is about to issue, Leo XIII appeals in turn 
to every Christian Church to unite with the Church of Rome. He calls upon his own 
followers to submit wholly to the guardianship of the Church, denounces the Freemasons, 
and exhorts civil rulers to see to it that the present century shall not at its close resemble 
the stormy ending of the last. 


A contract has been let for the construction of 110 miles of canal work at Storage Dam, 
150 feet high, at Horse Shoe Bend on the Verde River, also a diversion dam on the same 
stream, twelve miles from Mount McDowell, Arizona, U.S.A. The amount to be paid 
for the work is $2,000,000. Work is to be completed within eighteen months. This will 
reclaim 400,000 acres of the choicest fruit and grain land in Arizona. For three years the 
enterprise has been under way and nearly $100,000 has already been spent in surveys and 
preliminary work. 

The floods in the eastern and northern states of America have been followed be severe 
floods in the extreme northwest. Telegrams from British Columbia state that four 
million dollars will hardly cover the loss by the Frazer River flood. A prominent railway 
officer thinks the loss of life will reach one hundred. The Canadian Pacific Company has 
had over 2,000 men working night and day. From Prevelistoke to the sea, 480 miles 
along the railway, was one watery waste. The last point above Vancouver which could 
be reached on June 4 was Ruby Creek, eighty-two miles distant. 


Two hundred persons were reported to have been killed in one of the preliminary 
battles at Santa Ana, San Salvador, but later dispatches show that they were the victims 
of one of the most horrible railroad accidents ever recorded. On May 3 President Ezeta 
went to the assistance of the city of Santa Ana, which was threatened by the rebels, 
Fifteen hundred men were placed on a special train, which started for Santa Ana. The 
insurgents, learning of the approach of the government troops, removed the rails from 
the track on a steep grade several leagues from Santa Ana. The train rushed along at a 
high rate of speed and eight cars were telescoped. Two hundred men were killed and 120 
wounded. President Ezeta had a narrow escape. 


The nest of an orang-outang has been placed in the Natural History Museum at 
Berlin by Professor E. Salenka, and Professor Mobius has discussed it in the Berlin 
Academy. Professor Salenka removed the nest himself from a tree in Borneo. The nest, 
which was situated about thirty feet from the ground, in the crotch of a tree forty-five 
feet high and one foot in diameter, measures four and one half-feet long, and one to two 
and one-half feet wide, by about seven inches high. It is made of twenty to twenty-five 
branches locked and twined together, and is large enough for a fully grown orang to lie 
in it at full length, though this monkey probaby always sleeps as it does in captivity, with 
legs drawn up and arms crossed over its body. The so-called nest of the orangs are not 
skillfully built huts or closed shelter for new-born young, but simply sleeping-places. 


A despatch from Palataka, Florida, U.S. A., May 30, reports that the white residents 
in that section are greatly excited over the discovery of an alleged diabolical conspiracy 
among the negroes to capture a number of white women and convey them to the woods. 
The ringleader of the scheme was a negro preacher named J. T. Burgis. The whites, 
however, were informed as to what was going on, and they decided to appoint armed 
guards for their homes. The conspirators became alarmed and began to leave the coun- 
try. Burgis made his way into Georgia, where he was arrested by an officer, who pro- 
ceeded to take him back to Florida. When the state boundary was crossed the two were 
suddenly confronted by a hundred armed and mounted men. They seized Burgis and 
took him off with them, and the next morning his dead body, well riddled with bullets, 
was to be seen hanging from a tree.

LEARN YOUR PART AND PLAY IT, 


THE writer once heard a prominent speaker in the Church use the follow- 
ing illustration: When I have attended meeting in the great Tabernacle 
at Salt Lake City and listened to the singing of the choir consisting of 
some four hundred voices, to the melodies of that powerful and sweet- 
toned organ manipulated by the touch of an artist, and to the strains of 
numerous stringed instruments, and have been stirred to the depths of 
my soul by the harmony thus produced, I have often thought: How 
much all this resembles our lives. There I see one singer eagerly scanning 
his music and singing with all his might; here is another who sings but 
a note or two at stated intervals; there again the chorus is hushed and a 
single sweet voice with a faint accompaniment thrills our souls; gradually 
other voices and instruments are added until every singer and player has 
been brought into use, swelling into a mighty chorus of rapturous music 
and song. Each singer has his or her part; each has learned that part 
and is prepared to sing it at the right moment. The same is the case 
with the musicians. A blast of the cornet is needed at stated points in 
the music to produce the right effect. If but one is needed, two would 
spoil the harmony. A musician never presumes to add to his part lest he 
should endanger the success of the whole. In all hens I see but a counter- 
part of what our lives should be. 

This is a most excellent illustration. Every a being, that is, every 
spirit that has been allowed to come to the earth, has his or her part 
assigned. Of the millions of beings full of life, buoyant with hope and 
with pleasant anticipations of what life will bring them, how many for 
a moment stop to think of the reason for their existence? How many 
feel that they have a mission to perform and that a portion, if not all, of 
their time should be devoted to learning what is that mission and to per- 
form it? It is very doubtful that many look at it in that light. The very 
fundamental principles of the creeds now taught as Christianity are op- 
posed to this idea, for they teach that the Savior has already played the 
necessary part and that man has nothing to do but to believe that He has 
done so—then his mission is completed and his salvation secured. The 
Latter-day Saints, however, should look upon it in a different light. 

Those who have made covenants with God have solemnly agreed with 
Him to aid in the building up of His kingdom on earth. Each has his or 
her part to perform. It may be a mighty calling, it may be but a humble 
part, but each one is peculiarly fitted to perform the part allotted. In 
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this, all ambition to take a higher place than God has assigned should be 
checked, It would be as ridiculous for those who, having a duty assigned 
them, will shirk it and seek for something, in their estimation, greater, as 
it would be for the bass voice to attempt the soprano, or for one who has 
but a strain or two to sing in the main chorus to insist on singing con- 
tinually. In either case it would lead to discord and disunion and, as in 
the choir it would mar the work of the whole, it would create schism in 
the body of the Church. 

When a Latter-day Saint once recognizes the fact that he or she has a 
mission to perform, or a part to play, the question naturally arises: 
“What is my part?” To answer that question correctly should be the aim 
of all who have taken covenants upon themselves. Having by prayer and 
the Spirit of the Lord once learned the nature of their part, the study 
of it becomes the next step. It will need more care, more diligent study 
and practice, to learn it thoroughly than will the part of a musician, for 
it effects the whole life and goes even into eternity. It takes long, and 
sometimes tedious and difficult, labor to thoroughly learn this part after 
it has once been discovered, and yet it must be fully learned before it can 
be trusted to a performance. 

Unless they perform their part after having learned it the Saints will 
add nothing to, but will rather hinder, the progress of the great work the 
Almighty has commenced. Why are the Latter-day Saints, with all the 
light and knowledge that they have received, still an imperfect people? 
Because many individuals forming the body of the Church have never 
even conceived the idea that they have a part to play in this great work; 
others know not what their parts are; others again have refused to accept, 
or have failed to learn their parts after having found them; and still 
others refuse to play the part when learned. In other words, some do not 
sing at all, others do not know what to sing, others are ambitious to become 
leaders of the choir instead of by their efforts helping to create a perfect 
chorus. Many sing out of tune, and few are willing to follow the baton 
of the conductor and sing in accordance with its measured time. 

From this brief and perhaps imperfect illustration it may be apparent 
that the greatest perfection is attained by the individual effort directed 
aright into the same channel by the Master Mind, and that so far as the 
influence and power of one individual member of the Church extends, he 
or she holds within his or her own reach the perfection to which the 
Saints aspire as well as the redemption of Zion. When each plays his 
or her part to perfection the Divine leader is able to control the whole 
choir and to direct its efforts toward the rendition of a perfect anthem of 
praise. Let every Latter-day Saint learn the part allotted and play it, 
and perfection will be the final result. J. V. B.

The leader, C. W. Pantion, says these cities 
were evidently twin capitols of a wealthy district, long before the Aztecs. 
Two connected underground passages were found to have been hewn out 
of the solid rock.”

FROM VARIOUS MISSIONARY FIELDS. 


ELDER JouN A. Lowe writes as follows to the Deseret News from Chaddick, 
Oklahoma, U.S. A., under date of May 29, 1894: “My brother Joseph and 
I, who are laboring in this part, visited a family of Saints who reside six 
miles east of the City of Norman. During our visit there we attended a 
Campbellite meeting. After the minister spoke he gave us the privilege 
of talking to the congregation, who listened with great interest to what 
we had to say. The parson listened very attentively, and after we had 
got through he opposed us very much. The congregation, however, de- 
sired to hear more of our doctrine, which made their preacher rather 
excited. Meetings were announced for us to explain our doctrine, and at 
one of these, on Monday, May 13, the preacher somewhat abused us. 
Many questions were asked in regard to the doctrine we taught and some 
were convinced of the truth of the Gospel which we advocated. On the 
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following evening we had another meeting and were undisturbed. Five 
made application for baptism, and on the following Sunday over two 
hundred people assembled on the banks of Little River, where they wit- 
nessed the baptism of these candidates. We appointed another meeting 
and there the Saints bore a faithful and humble testimony to the truth of 
the Gospel. One of the Saints had a sick baby. Faith was exercised and 
we were requested to administer to the child. It received immediate 
relief, proving to the Saints that the promises of God were good. We left 
the Saints rejoicing and praising the Lord for His goodness toward them. 
Many people here are interested in the Gospel and likely will embrace 
it. Our labors during the eighteen months which we have spent in 
Indian and Oklahoma territories have been greatly enjoyed by us. We 
baptized thirty-six and have assisted in organizing one branch of the 
Church. Oklahoma is a new field of labor, but a good one. There are 
hundreds who have never seen a ‘Mormon’ or heard one preach. Six 
Elders are laboring here now, and there is plenty of room for more. The 
Elders cannot do much traveling from the latter end of June until Octo- 
ber, owing to the warm weather. This portion of the vineyard is in a 
prosperous condition.” 

The following extracts from a letter written to the Deseret News by Elder 
D. F. Stout, from Council Bluffs, lowa, under date of May 21, will give some 
idea of the status of the Northern States Mission: “The Iowa conference 
was organized May 8, 1887, by Wm. M. Palmer, president of the Northern 
States Mission. It then comprised only the states of Iowa and Nebraska, 
with a membership of fifty-one. In July of the same year Kansas was 
added, and in the summer of 1889 the states of Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
North and South Dakota were included within its geographical limits. 
During the seven years of its existence the number of the Elders Jaboring 
in the Iowa conference has varied from eight to fifteen. Sixty-one_mem- 
bers have emigrated to Zion. At the close of the last year there were 117 
members and 151 souls, counting children blessed. Elder Wm. J. Butter- 
worth is now President of the conference and twelve other Elders labor 
under his direction. The branch of Council Bluffs comprises fourteen mem- 
bers. The press of Omaha and Council Bluffs is exceptionally fair and 
liberal in its treatment of the ‘Mormon’ question. In traveling here, the 
Utah-born Elder is astonished to meet so many who have fallen away from 
the Church. Asa rule they are kind and well disposed toward our; people. 
Quite a number of them are members of the Re-organized Church, some 
are of the Whitmer faction, and even the dead and buried delusions” of 
Strangism and Rigdonism smoulder among,the;ghastly ruins.> While some 
have been to Utah, the majority are of that}classgwho have tarried by 
the wayside in gathering to Zion and, after buying lands on which to 
build temporary homes, the rising value of realfestate in the vicinity of 
‘Omaha and Council Bluffs has formed sufficient*‘thorns {and; thistles to 
choke the Gospel seed. By far the most interesting:figure of the entire 
group is that of Benjamin Winchester,°an old veteran missionary of the 
Church and member of Zion’s camp, who still lives here in fair health. 
He dug the grave and helped to lay therein the writer’s grandfather, 
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Alfred Fisk, who fell a victim to the cholera in Zion’s camp. He holds 
aloof from all other churches. In the little town of Crescent, just across 
the river east of Florence, President Butterworth with the writer’s assist- 
ance has been holding services every Friday evening for the past month 
in the excellent well-furnished church owned by the Re-organized Church. 
The members are very hospitable, always invite us home. The Elders 
throughout this mission are laboring zealously in disseminating the truth. 
With but two.or three exceptions they report good health, and are 
generally treated with the greatest kindness, although there is an almost 
universal indifference manifested towards the Gospel message and to the 
religions of all denominations.” 

Two Elders signing their names O. 5S. and E. L. write to the Deseret News 
from McMinnville, Warren County, Tennessee, U.S. A., under date of 
May 30, 1895, about a litttle adventure: “We have just passed through a 
little unpleasant experience in our labor as missionaries in this part of the 
vineyard. We started out in the northwestern part of this county and 
found all agreeable to our holding meetings in Columbia College. We left 
an appointment on Wednesday for Friday night and circulated the word 
about the neighborhood, remaining in Evanston, that being the name of 
the postoffice where the college is situated. We held our meeting with a 
good attendance. Everything seemed friendly and quiet and we were 
asked after the close to speak on Sunday night following, which we gladly 
agreed to do. We were kindly invited home by a Campbellite minister 
who lived two miles from the church. We started on our way, all three on 
foot, and got nearly a mile along, on a thick-wooded road, when we were 
assailed with stones from the roadside. A great volley came, then the 
throwing stopped. We moved on untouched while the minister called, 
‘Don’t do that! Don’t!’ etc. We were quiet, and all walked steadily on, 
when another greeting of the same nature came, with increased quantity 
and vigor. We decided to increase our speed, and just as we started a 
thud came heavily to my ear, and an exclamation of pain escaped our 
friend the minister. He had received a blow on the left cheek, but we 
remained untouched. My companion, in the bustle and excitement, 
stumbled into a mud puddle, bespattering his clothes with mud, which 
drew forth a smile in spite of the danger. Soon we were safely lodged in 
the house of the minister. As we went back the next morning we found 
stones lying all along our path that had been flung there the night before. 
We deeply sympathized with our friend, as he received an ugly bruise. 
The following Sunday we held meeting, but were compelled to spend the 
night in the woods to avoid trouble. Our adventure, however, has served 
to rally many friends around us and we have been invited to continue our 
labors.” 

The Handels och Sjéfarts-Tidning, published in Gothenburg, Sweden, 
devotes a column of closely printed matter to the “Mormons” in that coun- 
try. It gives a detailed statement of the statistical condition of the 
mission and is very fair in its statement of what the “Mormons” are doing. 
It is too long for publication in the Star but we translate the two last 
paragraphs of the article which will no doubt prove interesting: “It 
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would be unjust to judge the labors and influence of the Mormons in 
Scandinavia, and especially in Sweden, by the number of those only who 
have been baptized into that church and who are members of that organi- 
zation. One must also take into consideration that the Mormon Elders 
are showing much zeal and energy as distributers of tracts though they 
seldom appear as speakers before large congregations. Notwithstanding 
that during the winter they find it difficult to hire halls, Elder A. J. Héglund 
succeeded in securing the opportunity of preaching the Christmas sermon 
last year in the large and commodious hall of the Good Templars in Norr- 
képing before an audience of about 350; also in the Good Templars hall 
in Motala this man preached March 4 to 500. A similar attempt on the 
hall of that order in Kalmar miscarried, but even the Good Templars’ 
hall in Sundsvall, the labor union hall in Vesteras and the E. and V.’s 
hall in Eskilstuna have been opened to the Mormon elders. During the 
summer the worry as to a hall in which to preach disappears, because 
then it is possible to hold meetings in the open air, sometimes to as many 
as 700 and 800 listeners, as, for instance, at the factory in Sandviken. 

“As a sample of the perseverance and power of the Mormon elders to 
gain access to those of different beliefs may be cited the following as re- 
lated by one of the elders who with his companion recently returned from 
a trip through Harjedalen. When the elders on Saturday had arrived at 
Ofver-Hégdals parish they commenced to sell books and tracts. The 
following Sunday they sought to find a member of the school-board but 
he had gone to a place where the people of that vicinity were in the habit 
of congregating for the purpose of hearing a sermon read to them out of 
a “postilla,” or common prayer-book. The Mormon Apostles went to the 
same place. The leader of the meeting was just in the act of reading an 
explanation of the prophecy of Isaiah about an ensign that was to be 
raised up among the heathen. The contents of the sermon seemed familiar 
to the elders; they opened their ears and soon found to their pleasant 
surprise that it was a tract very familiar to the Mormons, the title of which 
is the Voice of Warning, which they had sold the day before.” 

Elder J. D. Owen, writing from Abingdon, Berkshire, England, under 
date of June 20, 1894, says:—“ We are having glorious meetings in the 
villages, and our tracts are quickly disposed of. Great interest is being 
taken in the Gospel, both in Abingdon and the surrounding villages. We 
go into a small town, tract it, announce a meeting and the people turn 
out in force to hear us. We meet with a little opposition, but it does more 
to strengthen our ideas than otherwise. We baptized one last Sunday and 
hope shortly to baptize a few more.” 

Exper J. J. WHITAKER writes a few lines on the work in Hamburg, 
Germany, under date of May 21, 1894. He arrived in that city, shortly 
after the great cholera panic of 1892, during which over 20,000 people 
died in that place. A prosperous branch is established at that point. 
The Elders have just organized a Sunday school with some thirty members. 
As they have no Sunday school songs in German they learn to sing the 
songs found in the English Sunday school books. Meetings are held every 
Sunday and Wednesday with a fair attendance of strangers. Elder 
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Whitaker and his companion, Elder J. H. Rodgers, are enjoying the best 
of health and spirits. They do not suffer any more from police interfer- 
ence. Two of the constables came to each meeting for a while but they 
doubtless concluded that if the people were willing to live up to such doc- 
trines as taught by the Utah missionaries they would make better citizens, 
for they soon tired of coming. 

E.per F. M. Young, in a private letter, gives a brief outline of the work 
in Niirnburg, Bavaria. Since President Lund’s return from Germany two 
have been baptized in Niirnburg and a number of children have been 
blessed. He says that the Elders can no more meet at the brother’s place 
where they formerly had met, for the reason that they had tried to sing 
one night and the police had gotten wind of it, and suspected that meet- 
ings were being held. Though thus deprived of holding meetings in the 
house, they have held a number of excellent meetings in the woods. 


PRESIDENT CARNOT’S ASSASSINATION, 


On the evening of June 24 President Carnot was assassinated. As he was 
leaving the Palais de Commerce, at Lyons, France, about half-past nine 
o'clock that night, a young man, who had the appearance of a jockey, wear- 
ing a grey cap, rushed up to the landau in which the President was riding, 
with a large package wrapped in paper in his hand. He was allowed to 
mount the steps of the carriage, those guarding the line being under the 
impression that he desired to present a petition to the President. As soon 
as he got on the steps, however, he raised the packet above his head and 
struck President Carnot with it in the side. It was now evident that the 
packet contained a poignard, and that the would-be assassin had taken 
this ingenious means of concealing it. Immediately he was struck the 
President fell forward, and the people standing around were horrified. 
They rushed at the assassin, who tried to escape,-and who would have 
been torn to pieces had he not been instantly surrounded and secured by 
a number of the military guard lining the route. 

The report of the terrible incident spread rapidly throughout the city, 
and, indeed, throughout the whole of France, and caused intense excite- 
ment. The first report that the President was dead was contradicted as a 
means of allaying popular excitement; but from the first it was evident 
that there could be little hope of saving the life so valuable to the French 
state. He died at 12:45 on the morning of June 25. 

The assassin is a young man, twenty-two years of age, named Santo, 
with a very light moustache. He was dressed in a light brown suit and a 
peaked cap of the same color. While being taken to the police station 
Santo held his head down, but gave continual glances to the right and 
left, as if looking for some possible means of escape. On being interro- 
gated at the police station the prisoner stated that he was an Italian, and 
gave his name as Cesario Giovanni Santo. He speaks very little French. 

Marie Francois Sadi Carnot, President of the French Republic, was 
born at Limoges, August, 1837. He was a grandson of Carnot “the 
organizer of victory” under the French convention, and was a civil 
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engineer by profession. When only twenty years of age he entered as a 
student the Ecole Polytechnique, and passed with distinction to a school 
for special instruction in the building of roads and bridges. During the 
siege of Paris (January, 1871) he was appointed Prefect of the Seine In- 
ferieure, and as Commissary General gave valuable assistance in organiz- 
ing the defences of that department. A month later he took his seat in 
the National Assembly as deputy for Cote d’Or, ranging himself in line 
with the Republican Left, with which he constantly voted. On the 16th 
of May, 1877, he opposed the vote of confidence in M. De Broglie. Since 
first elected he has sat continuously in the Chamber of Deputies, at first 
for the Cote d’Or, and later for Beaune. In 1886 he took office in the 
Brisson Cabinet as Finance Minister, the duties of which he alse filled 
when M. de Freycinct formed his government in January, 1887. On the 
resignation of M. Grevy (December 2, 1887) M. Carnot was elected Presi- 
dent of the Republic. His personal popularity, which greatly increased 
during the exhibition year, undoubtedly did much to foster the attach- 
ment of the French people to the Republic. Various tours through France, 
taken by the President and Mme. Carnot during 1890, served to still 
further place them high in popular esteem. The Czar of Russia conferred 
on M. Carnot the Order of St. Andrew in March, 1891. During the 
Franco-Russian fetes he took a prominent part both at Paris and at 
Toulon, and in consequence of this it was said he had determined to 
stand again for the Presidency when his term of office expired. 

M. Carnot was the fourth President of this third French Republic, his 
predecessors being M. Thiers, Marshal M’Mahon, and M. Grevy. The loss 
to France may prove very serious, for all her public men are not gifted 
with the tact of Carnot, who kept the Presidency clear of all the party 
intrigues and public scandals which have troubled their Republic for some 
years. 

This deed of blood has shocked the people of all civilized nations, coming 
so close upon the attempt on the life of the Italian premier and the 
recently unearthed plot to slay the Czar. 

M Casimir Perier has been elected president of the Republic. 


UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. ) 
Prof. J. Sanborn, of the Utah Agricultural College has resigned his position and left 
for his former home in the east. Prof. J. H. Paul, formerly principal of the B, Y. College 
at Logan has been chosen as his successor. 


One evening last May George Davis of Paradise, Vache County, sent his seven-year- 
old adopted son to bring some cows home. On the way the boy was cumpelled to cross 
a stream of water known as the little Bear River, which had been swollen with the melt- 
_ ing snow until it became a turbulent and dangerous torrent, and the only means of cross- 
ing was a small, scaly foot-bridge. The boy had between one or two miles to go and he 
brought the cows back to the river where they were afterwards found. As the boy failed 
to put in an appearance that evening, it was at once suspected that be might have fallen 
into the river, and the entire town turned out to search for him, and the river was dragged. 
His body was found about half a mile below the foot-bridge. 
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
